He said hé was urgently sum-

Kreuger, the Swedish “match 
king,” was ill in New York, the 
Premier said, and with only a few 
minutes to spare the bank decided 


to advance credits on. the basis of

Mills Gives a Hint. 

While declining to give details 
of any program that may have 
been agreed upon, Mills referred 
questioners to the Hoover message 
to Congress of Thursday and the 
amount mentioned therein as the 
goal wanted. 

In that message, the President 
declared: “There are opportunities 
to increase the direct savings pro- 
vided for in the House economy 
bill from $30,000,000 to from $130,- 
000,000 to $150,000,000, plus many 
indeterminate items which would 
result in further economies.” 


In the House today Representa- 
tive La Guardia (Rep.), New 
York, said that last Sunday 
stock brokers sent out word the 
Senate tax bill was ruining the 
market. President Hoover sent up 
his economy message Thursday and 
Secretary Mills went before the 
Senate Finance Committee and 
word went out that the budget 
would be balanced by the revenue 
bill.

ONLY ONE KILLED IN FIRE 


Lieut.-Col. Ralph A, Kluge Struck 
on Head When Hose Line 
Ripped Loose,

NEW YORK, May 7.—The sole 
fatality of the $2,000,000 fire that 
raged uncontrolled for 23 hours on 
the Cunard Steamship Co.’s pier 54 
was disclosed tonight as the man

On 
the way from the race track to a 
Louisville airport, where an air- 
plane was waiting to transport the 
photographs to Chicago, a motor 
cycle upon which Hall and Lautz 
were riding crashed into a tele- 
phone post. A fire alarm box at- 
tached to the post was smashed

few moments later.

UNABLE 10 FIND 
WIFE OF MASSIE 


Her Whereabouts Is 
Unknown. 


By the Associated Press. 
HONOLULU, May 7.—Mrs. Tha- 


lia Massie, who is reported suffer- 
ing from a nervous breakdown, 
was sought unsuccessfully today by 


four men charged with assaulting 


her. Mrs. Massie had planned to 
sail tomorrow for the mainland 
with her husband, Lieut. Thomas 
H. Massie, who, with her mother, 
Mrs. Granville Fortescue, and two 
enlisted men, was convicted of 
manslaughter for the slaying of 
Joseph Kahahawal, one of her al-, 
leged attackers. Massie and the 
three others were freed after serv- 
ing one hour, their terms of 10 
years each having been commuted 
by Gov. Judd. 

Failure of_the police to :socate 
Mrs. Massie left her contemplated 
departure in doubt. 

The policemen took the sid»pena 
to Pearl Harbor after the public 
prosecutor, John C. Kelley, had: 
been assured naval authorities 
would permit its service. The navy 
yard is a Government reservation. 
They returned to the city with the 
assurance of naval authorities that 
they would be notified as soon as 
Mrs. Massie could be found. 

No Word of Whereabouts. 

The policemen said they went 
first to the gate of the navy yard 
where, under navy regulations, they 
were required to check their guns.

WASHINGTON, May 7.—The 
elusive trail of the $100,000 paid 
Gaston B. Means to bring about the 
return of the kidnaped Lindbergh 
baby today led Department of Jus- 
tice agents to safety deposit boxes 
in the nation’s capital as a part of 
a far-flung investigation. 

The Federal agents also at- 
tempted to untangle the many oth- 
er ramifications of the melodra- 
matic case, including whether the 
former Department of Justice in- 
vestigator had any associates in his 
alleged attempt to defraud Mrs. 
Edward B. McLean of the money. 

The estranged wife of the pub- 
lisher of the Washington Post has 
charged she gave Means the huge 
sum on his representation that he 
could recover the child. When gh 
became convinced her plan“ was 
fruitless, she reported to Depart- 
ment of Justice officials that 
Means refused to return the money. 

Means Arranges for Bail. 

Meanwhile, the portly ex-convict 
made plans for his release from 
the District of Columbia jail on 
$100,000 bond if the grand jury in- 
dicts him next Tuesday for larceny 
after trust. He has arranged for 
bail with a professional bondsman. 

A possible hitch in his arrange- 
ments was indicated, however, by 
a statement from Leo A.: Rover, 
United States District Attorney, who 
has his own ideas about freeing 
Means. 

Rover told newspaper men he 
would not be concerned if the pris- 
oner were released—‘provided he 
makes the right kind of bond.” 

‘“That means four bondsmen,” he 
added, “‘each responsible individ- 
ually for the whole amount.” 

Under this arrangement, a $400,- 
000 guarantee would be required 
before he could turn his back on 
his present abode. 

His bond was fixed at $160,000 
by Needham Turnage, United States 
Commissioner, at a_ preliminary 
hearing last Thursday a few hours 
after his arrest.

St. Louis Organization Finds Great Variety 


on Annual Tramp in Creve Coeur 
_ Lake Region. : 


The chanting ‘“teacher-teacher- 
teacher” of the golden-crowned 
oven-bird, the ringing ‘“‘kill-deer” 
of the white collared killdeer plov- 
er, the shrill rattle of the stock, 
and quarrelsome belted kingfisher, 
and the hoarse “yank-yank” of the 
diminutive white-breastcd nut- 
hatch, acrobat of birdom, were 
heard by 25 members of the St. 
Louis Bird Club, who made the an- 
nual spring “bird walk” in the 
Creve Coeur Lake region. 

Compilation of the notes of the 
leaders of the several -roups, an- 


nounced yesterday, shows that 85 
species of birds were observed 
during the field trip Saturday, 
April 30. 


Outstanding feature of the day 
was the observance of two blue- 
gray Gnatcatchers, known as the 
most dainty and exquisite of bird 
architects, constructing a nest high 
up in a tree. They were busy with 
one of their deep cup-shaped 
structures composed of strips of 
soft bark, thistledown and the like, 
stuccoed with lichens and spider 
webs. True to form, they 
decidedly active and industrious, 
even to the point of exhibiting 
nervous twitchings of the whole 
body as they worked on the nest 
or left off to search crevices in the 
tree bark for insects and larvae.

15 Species of Warblers. 

Observance of 15 species of war- 
blers indicated the migration of 
that family from the Gulf States 
was at its height. Those observed 
were the warbling vireo, yellow- 
throated vireo, prothonotary war- 
bler, Nashville, vellow, myrtle, 
magnolia, black joll, black-throat- 
ed green, pine, palm, oven-bird, 
Kentucky, prairie and Tennessee. 

Water fowl were scarce, the only 
one reported being the green heron, 


water-thrush. 


The scope of the Bird Club is to 
be greatly enlarged, said Robert L. 
Hobbs, president, with one of its 
features being publication of year- 
book. This book, which will con- 
tain accounts of all _bird walks, 
photographs of bird life taken by 
members, special articles on orni- 
thology, and a summary of the 
club’s activities, will be placed in 
all schools and also be for sale at 
a cost sufficient to cover expense 
of publication. 

A bulletin will be published each 
month and exchanges made with 
bird clubs over the United States. 
Radio talks will be made regular- 
ly, stressing the importance of 
feeding birds when snow covers 
the ground, telling how to get birds 
to rest around homes, asking farm- 
ers to kill only those few hawks 
and owls that are actually destruc- 
tive, and seeking to arouse more 
general interest in birds.

THINKS HADEN CLARKE 
WAS BEATEN OM HEAD 


Mother, Discrediting Suicide 
Story of Aviatrix and Partner, 
| Seeks Autopsy. : 


By the Aesociated Press. 
MIAMI, Fla., May 7.—An autop- 


sy on the body of Haden Clarke in 
the belief that\he was slain in the 
home of his fiancee, Mrs. J. M. 
Keith-Miller, was asked by his 
mother today as State Attorney N. 
Vernon Hawthorne investigated a 
reputed leak in evidence against 
Capt W. N. Lancaster. Lancaster, 
flying partner of the Australian 
aviatrix for five years, is in jall 
here on a charge of murdering 


Clarke. 

Mrs. Ida Clyde Clarke, professor 
of journalism at the University of 
Miami, said a report of her family 
physician, Dr. Carleton Deederer, 
led her to believe her son was beat- 
en on the head before he was shot 
in the temple. The physician’s ac- 
count of finding a fracture at the 
base of the skull and bumps on the 
head-led her to discredit state- 
ments of Capt. Lancaster and Mrs. 
Keith-Miller that Clarke commit- 
ted suicide. 

Six newspaper men were called 
before the Dade County grand jury 
in Hawthorne's Investigation of the 
manner in which Lancaster’s dia- 
ries were secured for publication by 
a number of newspapers. The 
diaries were presented to the grand 
jury as part of the evidence and 
have been under the State Attor- 
ney’s lock and key since the kill- 
ing." The reporters were in the 
grand jury room two hours but 
nothing they said was made public 
and Hawthorne made no comment 
after the examinations. 

Mrs. Clarke’s expression of a de- 
sire for an autopsy was made in- 
formally and no formal request 
had reached Hawthorne today. He 
was advised of her statement and 
replied “If there is sufficient rea- 
son for disinterring the body, I cer- 
tainly shall order it done. I want 
to learn Mrs. Clarke’s reason for 
such action, however.”

but still not far enough to antag- 
onize any of his dry supporters. 

Winter favored “resubmission” 
as his personal position on the 
plan recently recommended by the 
Republican State convention, while 
Becker, without stating a personal 
position, said he was bound by the 
action of the convention. 
Maneuvering for St. Louis Support. 

For two months Winter and 
Becker have been maneuvering to 
obtain the St. Louis organization 
support. 

Becker, with the disadvantage of 
a long record as dry-voting legis- 
lator, picked William Sacks, mem- 
ber of the Republican State Com- 
mittee, and, if there is such a thing 
as degrees of wetness among St. 
Louis politicians, the wettest of all 
the wets, to conduct the negotia- 
tions in his behalf. Sacks obtained 
definite pledges of support from 
four or five of the committeemen, 
but Becker’s dry record held most 
of the committeemen aloof. 

Winter, without anything exact 
in the form of an official record 
on wet and-dry legislation, had the 
advantage in that the Koeln fac- 
tion did not like Becker as ua can- 
didate and, with others on the 
committee, looked on Becker as a 
candidate who would be weak in 
the general election if nominated. 
The decision of the Koeln group 
| was to support Winter, but that 
|left many committeemen uncom- 
mitted. 

Winter’s Statement Long Delaycd. 

In numerous conferences before 
and after Winter’s -formal an- 
nouncement of candidacy, Koeln in- 
sisted the Lieutenant-Governor 
| should issue a wet statement. Win- 
ter promised, but delayed and de- 
ferred. At one time Koeln. forces 
began to negotiate with others who 
might be induced to enter the race. 

Dr. James Stewart, State Health 
Commissioner, was considered. But 
Stewart was not available, having 
given his word to support Winter. 
Next they approached Supreme 
Judge Berryman Henwood. But 
the jurist could see no favorable 
signs for Republican success. in 
Missouri this year, and politely de- 
clined the honor. Then the Koeln 
politicians decided to stay with 
Winter, their decision being con- 
tingent on Winter's taking a posi- 
tion on prohibition which at least 
would give the leaders among his 
St. Louis supporters a talking point 
for him with their followers. 

While Winter had under consid- 
eration the exact form his state- 
ment of position, the Republican 
State Convention met in St. Louis 
and adopted a platform plank ad- 
vocating the calling by Congress 
of a convention to consider ‘‘the 
whole subject” of prohibition with 
a view to its resubmission to the 
states. 

Becker’s Statement of Stand. 

This helped the candidates a lot, 
making the way easier. While Win- 
ter was still considering, Becker 
came forward with a statement 
of his position. He stated no per- 
sonal opinion. He said that voth 
wets and drys had’ denounced the 
platform plank as an evasion, and 
he took refuge in party loyalty, as- 
serting that “as Republicans we 
are bound by that expression until 
the regular platform convention in 
September gives us a final plank.” 

There were a considerable num- 
ber of additional words in Beck- 
er’s statement, but nothing of a po- 
sition, except that if elected Gov- 
ernor he would not exercise the 
veto power if the Legislature should 
yote ratification of repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment in case it 
should be submitted to the states. 

Winter yesterday directed atten- 
tion to the fact that a Governor 
has no power to veto ratification 
of an amendment to the Federal 
Constitution, or to veto a memorial 
to Congress asking it to call a con- 
vention to submit amendments. 

“As a candidate for Governor,” 
Winter said, “I might well take 
the position that the office is en- 
tirely divorced from the prohibi- 
tion question, and that I should 
concern myself solely with prob- 
lems of State economics and admin- 
4stration. The Governor has no 
more to do with the question of 
modifying the Volstead law or re- 
pealing the eighteenth amendment 
than he has with matters of re- 
ligion."’ 

He recognized, however, that the 
subject of prohibition was one of 
absorbing interest to the people, 
and that its consideration was tak- 
ing precedence over other impor- 
tant. governmental questions, and 
\ that it should be faced and settled. 

Gist of Winter's Position. 
After some furthfr preliminary 
Miscussion, he said: 
| \ “J favor an immediate action by 
| Congress for submission of this 
'dtestion as prescribed by the Con- 
stinution, and favor the convention 
pim of submission, as proposed by 
the Republican State convention, as 
this\ will give a deliberative body 
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tion and to submit a proposition 
the convention may deem an im- 
provement over present condiitons.” 

Thus Becker stands squarely with 
the Republican State convention, 
and Winter stands squarely with 
the Republican State convention. 
The difference between them is 
that Becker avoided expressing the 
opinion that he believed the con- 
vention action proper, while Win- 
ter adopted the convention piank 
as an expression of his own posi- 
tion. 


But the vcters remain in the 
dark as to whether either Becker 
or Winter favors the repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment. With true 
candidatorial finesse each has 
put himself in the position that 
the wets can say that he favors 
resubmission and so “is with us,” 
and the drys can say that he ony 
said he favored resubmission, “to 
which we have no objection, so 
he’s with us.” 

What the Records Show. 


Republican voters in their di- 
lemma can only turn to the :ec- 
ords. 

The Journal of ‘the Missouri 
Legislature, as has been told in the 
Post-Dispatch, shows that when a 
member of the House of Represen- 
tatives during three sessions Beck- 
er consistently voted for the dry 
measures sponsored by the Anti- 
Saloon League and the W. C. T. U. 
He cast more than a dozen dry 
votes and no wet vote. 

Winter, as a member of the Leg- 
islature three sessions, has virtual- 
ly no record on dry Dills. The 
Journal records him absent on all 
roll calls taken on the passage of 
such bills. In fact, the only dry 


bill of importance that reached a 
vote during Winter's three terms 
was the celebrated McCawley bone- 
dry law. And Winter was absent. 

But an absence counts the same 
as a negative vote because 76 
aye votes are necessary to pass a 
bill. So, as far as wet St. Louis 
is concerned, the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor as a candidate has a little 
the edge on the Secretary of State 
as a candidate, while out in the 
supposedly arid rural sections they

— Presi- 
dent Hoover’s criticism of the 
Democratic House for its failure 10 
date to balance the budget and 
Speaker Garner’s primary victory 
in California stirred up presiden- 
tial politics this week. 

President Hoover struck with un- 
expected force in his message to 
Congress. Placed on the defensive, 
Democratic leaders replied in kind 
in both Houses. 

The victory of Garner in Cali- 
fornia came as a blow to those 
hoping to nominate Franklin D. 
Roosevelt on the first ballot, al- 


though they are still hopeful of 
that. 

Primaries and conventions con- 
tinue to swell the total delegates 
pledged and claimed for President 
Hoover’s renomination. Washing- 
ton State gave him 19 and Utah 11 
more today to bring his convention 
vote to 818, including 369 claimed, 
with only 578 needed to nominate. 
A total of 841 Republican delegates 
have. been chosen to date, with 313 
to come. 

Democratic Lineup. 
_ With 770 or two-thirds required 
to nominate a Democratic candi- 
date, the lineup tonight stood as 
follows: ‘ 

Roosevelt: Instructed, pledged 
and claimed, 333: Lewis, pledged, 
58: Smith pledged, 46; Garner 
pledged, 44; Reed instructed, 36; 
Murray instructed and pledged, 23; 
in doubt, 168: total, 708. 

Roosevelt's managers still assert 
he will go into the convention with 
more than 600 votes, despite Cali- 
fornia.

He was the first Amer- 
ican Ambassador to Cuba. 
Ore sister, Miss Nell Crowder, 
was with him when he died. An- 
other, Mrs. A: P. Duvall, lives in 
Louisville, Ky. 
The funeral will be held in the 
chapel at Walter Reed Hospital at 
10 a. m. Monday with interment, 
accompanied by full military hon- 
ors, in Arlington National Ceme- 
tery. 
Crowder was one of the most 
noted military lawyers in the coun- 
try and at one time was Judge Ad- 
vocate-General of the Army, retir- 
ing from that post in 1923 after 12 
years’ service to become Cuban Am- 
bassador. He resigned from that 
post four years later because of 
illness, 
One of his outstanding acts as 
a military man was the formula- 
tion and supervision of the system 
of selective draft in the World 
War which sent to France millions 
of American soldiers. As a diplo- 
mat he was active in reorganizing 
the Government of Cuba after that 
nation’s fight for liberty. 
The General was taken to Walter 
Reed Hospital from Cuba two 


months ago after another of a se- 

ries of breakdowns from which he 

had suffered in the last five years.

ENDS ATER 100 YEAR 


Carlist Pretender and Alfonso 


Make Peace to Help Re- 
cover Throne. : 


By the Associated Press. 

FONTAINEBLEAU, France, May 
7.—Confirmation that Alfonso XIII 
and the Carlist pretender Alfonso 
Carlos, have joined forces in antici- 
pation of a possible restoration of 
a constitutional monarchy in Spain, 
has been given here by an author- 
ized spokesman for the former 
King. 

“Yes, an accord has been estab- 
lished between Alfonso XIII and 
Alfonso Carlos to work together to 
defend Spain against anarchy and, 
communism,” the royal spokesman 
said. 

The statement marked the first 
admission on the part of a member 
of the royal entourage of the au- 
thenticity of a manifesto published 
Feb. 27 and purporting to be signed 
by the heads of the two opposing 
branches of the Bourbons. 

The spokesman denied that either 
the former King oft the pretender 
was formulating plans for a coup 
d’etat. 4 

“We must ‘wait for develop- 
ments,” he said. 

Denies Claims Were Ceded. 

The spokesman also denied that 
the former King had ceded his 
claims to the Spanish throne to the 
pretender Alfonso Carlos during the 
latter’s lifetime. 

“The King has ceded no claims 
to the throne,” he declared. “He 
simply madé this accord with Al- 
fonso Carlos. 

“This was in line with a wish ex- 
pressed by the former Carlist pre- 
tender, Don Jaime, before his 
death. 

“Don Jaime requested that all 
Carlist followers should support Al- 
fonso XIII after the death of Don 
Jaime’s successor, the present preé- 
tender Carlos, who feaves no heirs.” 

Asked whether Alfonso XIII had 
issued an appeal to Spaniards to 
overthrow the Republic and restore 
a constitutional monarchial govern- 
ment, the spokesman said: 

“An appeal was made to all loyal 
Spaniards to rally to the support of 
the King and Alfonso Carlos and 
to defend Spain against anarchy, 
but it was not intended for publica- 
tion.

Cause of Two Wars. 

“The burnings of old churches 
and convents which have occurred 
under the Republican regime cause 
great sorrow to all loyal Spaniards. 
They all wish to:‘defend Spain 
against anarchy.” 

The reconciliation between  Al- 
fonso XIII and Alfonso Carlos 
marked the end of 100 years’ fam- 
ily feud which caused two wars. 
The feud began in 1830 when King 
Ferdinand VII, having no male 
heir, abolished the law prohibiting 
women from inheriting the throne, 
so that his daughter Isabella II 
might have the crown. 

His brother.Carlos claimed the 
throne and some of the later Car- 
lists waged -bloody warsiin vain 
attempts to drive their relatives off 
the seat of power. 


DENIED INJUNCTION TO PREVENT 
SALE OF HIS COLLATERAL 


Ernest Boyd Says He Did Not Re- 
ceive $7000 of $20,000 Loaned 
by Company, 

A petition for a temporary in- 
junction to prevent the Reserve 
Discount Co., with offices in the 
Century Building Co., from selling 
collateral security deposited with it 
by Ernest Boyd of St. Louis Coun- 
ty, a public accountant, was denied 
by Circuit Judge Nortoni yesterday. 
The Court indicated that Boyd, 
who filed the suit, had another le- 
gal remedy. : 

According to the petition Boyd, 
on Oct, 1, 1931, executed a note 
for $20,000 as evidence of a loan 
from defendant . company. He 
put in as security 2000 shares of 
Burroughs Adding Machine Co. 
stock and 100 shares of Reserve 
Discount Co., all alleged to we 
worth in excess of $30,000. He 
said he received credit for only 
$13,000 of the loan, the balance of 
$7000 not coming into his hands. 
He has offered to pay back the 
$13,000 but the loan company, he 
averred, insists that the full $20,- 
000 is due and has threatened to 
sell his security to satisfy the 
claim. 

In an answer it was set up that 
that defendant company issued 
three checks for the full amount 
and they were received either by 
Boyd or his agent, the proceeds 
being applied under his direction 
and authority. Henry Giessenbier, 
president of the company, who is: 
also cashier at Scruggs-Vander- 
voort & Barney Bank, explained he 
negotiated the loan for Boyd, who 
was his friend. The $7000 in ques- 
tion, he said, was issued as a cash- 
ier’s check and was applied to 
protect collateral for a relative o1 
Boyd's wife at a brokerage firm. 

Giessenbier asserted he was in- 
structed to do this, although Boyd 
declared he was not aware of such 
trading account. In his petition, 
filed by Chase Morsey, the plain- 
tiff also asked for an accounting. 


ROBBED OF ‘$950 IN JEWELRY 


fruit Dealer Also Loses $93 in Casn 
to Two Men. 

James Lopiccolo, a fruit dealer 
of 809 North Fourth street, was 
robbed of jewelry valued at $950 
and $93 in cash early yesterday by 
two Negroes who stopped him at 
an alley near Fourth street and 
Franklin avenue. One held a re- 
volver while the other took two 
diamond rings, a watch and the 
money.

SOVIET ALTERS GRAIN 
COLLECTION POLY 


Reduces Quotas. and Urges Dis- 
. posal of Surplus on 
Open Market.

By the Associated Press. 

‘MOSCOW, May 7.—The most 
fundamental change. in dealing 
with the Soviet agricultural prob- 
lem since collectiyization began- in 
earnest in 1928 was decreed today 
by the Council of Peoples Commis- 
Sars and the Central Committee 
of the Communist party. The de- 
cree alters the Government's policy 
of grain collection, reducing appre- 
ciably the quotas assessed against 
collectives and individual farms. 
Its purpose is to encourage these 
groups to dispose of their surplus 
production in- the open market. 

The order was signed by V. M. 
Molotov, president of the Council 
of Peoples Commissars, and Joseph 
Stalin, head of the Community 
party. 

One of its effects will be to im- 
prove the supplies of grain for ur- 
ban populations and apparently at 
the same time to enlarge the col- 
lectivized area by providing new in- 
ducements for holdout peasants. to 
enter collective farms, 

The new regulation, which in- 
creases the collection assessments 
against state farms in order to bal- 
ance the scales, applies to the 1932 
crop. It permits collectives and 
individual peasants to sell their 
surplus in the open market after 
Jan. 31, 1933. 

Although the decree does not 

mention prices specifically, it is 
presumed that fixed prices will be 
set for the sale of this surplus, thus 
preventing speculation, and that 
most of such trading will be done 
through established collective mar- 
kets. 
The change in policy was made 
possible, the decree said, by the 
great victory achieved by collec- 
tive economy over the individual 
system through the widespread use 
of modern farming machinery, 
through improved agricultural 
technique and through the liquida- 
tion of the village Kulak elements. 
A Kulak is a wealthy peasant. 

In support of this contention, the 
decree cites figures showing grain 
collections increased from 396,000,- 
000 bushels in 1928 to 810,000,000 
i ni930 and 840,000,000 in 1931. _ 

The decree asserts that industrial 
development has created the possi- 
bilities for a large increase in man- 
ufactured goods to satisfy the 
needs of villages. /This has been 
one of the Government’s chief 
problems because peasants have 
been unwilling to part with their 
grain without assurances that they 
would be able to buy -necessary 
manufactured articles.

Spreading through Belgium, it was soon adopted in 
some form or other in many cities in England, 
France, Germany, Italy, Holland, Denmark, Norway, 
Switzerland and Finland.

“There is a responsibility resting upom industry to 
‘devise an efficient mechanism on its own initiative 
for the provision of security against the major risks 
of life rather than to wait until the state is forced to 
step in. This responsibility of industry can be briefly 
stated. Reserves must be built up out of contribu- 
tions of employers, or employes, or both, which shall 
.be readily available for distribution to those em- 
ployes, or their dependents, who meet with adversity 
through unemployment, illness, accident, old age or 
death.” '

as we see on every hand today, jobless men and wom- 
en must either suffer privation or seek charity. A 
reserve created by the industry in which the unem- 
ployed man belongs would tide him through such a 
period without objectionable features of charity aid. 
At present the employer who would care for the men 
he has been forced to lay off is put to a decided dis- 
advantage by the selfish employer who has no such 
interests. Compulsory unemployment insurance would 
remove the competitive advantage of the latter em- 
ployer. :

employment insurance is obvious. Sustained purchas- 
ing power will help all. Furthermore, just as work- 
men’s compensation laws have brought countless safe- 
guards to industry and lessened the accident hazard, 
so, it may be argued, would compulsory insurance 
tend to lessen unemployment. 
Outstanding among unemployment insurance au- 
thorities is Sir William Beveridge, who has concerned 
himself with the problem in England for a quarter 
century. He went to the nub of the situation in the 
United States in a recent statement quoted by Mr. 
White. “The problem of unemployment,” said Sir Wil- 
liam, “is unsolvable by any mere expenditure of pub- 
lic money. It represents not a want to be satisfied 
but a disease to be eradicated., It needs not money 
so much as thought and organization, and how much 
harder it is to change men’s habits and open their 
minds than to slit their purses—how much harder 
and how much more important!” — 
Early this year, the State of Wisconsin, outstanding 
pioneer in the field of social legislation, enacted the 
first state compulsory unemployment insurance law.

Whenever the chairman of the Senate Foreign Re 
lations Committee speaks, the world listens. From 
his views regarding the burden of armaments and 
the evil from the uncertainties of reparations there 
will be little dissent. But in seeking for an explana- 
tion of our present difficulties in the low price of 
silver, Mr. Borah is a victim of that confusion of 
symptoms and causes which is so easy in discussions 
of monetary problems. 

He repeats the familiar notion that the purchas- 
ing power of the Orient» has been destroyed by the 
decline in the price of silver. Attractive as this idea 
may be, it forgets the fundamental axiom of inter- 
national trade that the purchasing power of-a coun- 
try is determined, not by the size of its monetary 
tnit, but by the value of the products it sells abroad. 
It is not with silver but by the export of goods that 
China pays for its imports. China, like India, has 
for many years been a net importer of silver. The 
statistics of our exports and imports give no sup- 
port to the “diminished purchasing power of the Ori- 
ent” thesis. Our trade with China increased in rela- 
tive importance during the past year. 

The popular idea, re-echoed in Mr. Borah’s state- 
ment that the purchasing power of the Orient “has 
been completely destroyed”, evaporates in the face 
of the facts. The belief that prosperity follows the 
price of silver finds very uncertain support in mone- 
tary history. For example, between 1896 and 1902 
the price of silver was falling, yet the world was re 
covering rapidly from the serious depression of the

The 
world’s business is much less than three years ago, yet 
the monetary stock of gold is steadily increasing. 

Why has gold piled up in the United States and 
France?, Tariffs, governmental debts contracted in 
the past 10 years, and until recently war debts and 
reparations, have fostered this movement of gold. 
Political and economic instability has encouraged the 
transfer of foreign balances to France and the United 
States. The crushing burden of taxation has con- 
tributed to a general feeling of uncertainty through- 
out the ‘world. A solution of these problems would |. 
do much to remove the monetary symptoms of our 
distress. 

Senator Borah did well to point out the almost in- 
sufferable burden on debtors from the huge volume 
of gold obligations contracted before 1929. The at- 
tempt to settle these debts at the present level of 
prices would bring general bankruptcy in its wake. 

How can debtors find relief? Several courses afe 
open. The simplest way is through a rise in thé 
price level on the basis of our existing monetary sys- 
tems. The present policy of our Federal Reserve 
Banks, with their extensive purchases of securities 
in the open market, and their low rates on discounts 
and bankers’ bills, is directed toward this end. Other 
ways are by the issue of inconvertible paper money, 
the reduction of the gold content of the monetary 
unit, or finally by outright default. If milder meth- 
ods are not successful, growing electorates of embat- 
tled debtors will probably demand relief through 
more radical measures. Australia, most of South 
America and several of thecountries of Europe have 
already sought this way out. Though this gives re 
lease from the present burden of debts, it does net

we EFORE attempting to see what world — 


government will be like in 25 years, if 

we assume that it will develop as it 
should, I must emphasize that this is, of 
course, a doubtful assumption. The world 
may fail for long to\ come to secure the 
kind of government it needs. Nationa'‘isin 
may oppose too strong 4 resistance. 

We may have for a long period a con- 
stantly increasing clash between national 
frontiers and world trade. @ may have 
many years of conflsion, friction and tn- 
necessary | We may fail to aveid the 
shattering disaster of another great war. 
Even if that is avoided, we may live under_ 
a perpetual sword of Damocies; we may fail 
to obtain the basis of confidence and se- 
curity upon which alone the activities of 
the world can find their natural and nor- 
mal development. r 

The forces that make on the one hand 
for world government, in Which’ national 
governments ghall take their preper place, 
and on the other hand for the continuance 
of competing nationalisms without the re- 
straint of any wider authority, are not un- 
equal. The balance, indeed, is so even that 
all of us have the greatest possible induce- 
ment to throw our weight upon the right 
side. The future of the world and of every 
country depends upon whether the balance 
finally turns in one diftection or the other.

But let me for the moment assume the 
best and look into the futute on that as- 
sumption. How will wérid government, 
then, be working in a quarter of a centuty? 

If for 25 yearzs we have successfully 
avoided a great war and have been making 
progress in eliminating the causes of war, 
the whole. character of future international 
discussion will probably he different. 

During the last 13 years, everything has 
been dominated by the embittered national 
feeling inflamed by the late war, and every- 
thing has turned upon a number of embit- 
tered disputes resulting from thé treaty 
settlement.

| With confidence so assured, the first es- 

sential condition for economic develop- 
ment’s finding its fullest world range will 
be established. The savings of one part of 
the world will flow quickly, easily, cheaply, 
and above all regularly, in fructifying 
streams, wherever they can produce the 
richest results. This, however, is only the 
first condition. If the right of national gov- 
ernments to create national armed forces 
no longer threatens world peace as it does 
now, there still remains to be déalt with 
the second sovereign right—that of erect- 
ing tariff barriers. 

I do not miyself contemplate the com- 
plete abolition of all tariffs. They are, and 
are likely to remain, a convenient system 
for raising revenue to the extent to which 
they are not protective: they may also in 
certain cases be of use as a considered 
counterpart of general policy te secure cer- 
tain social purposes.

They 
point out that with the drop in 
Russian purchases in the United 
States and the increase of pur- 
chases in Germany, the natural

It should be remembered that 
Amtorg’s purchases in the United 
States in 19381 amounted to only 
$51,232,000, a drop of 55 per cent 
in comparison with 1930 and 47 
per cent in comparison with 1929. 
Agricultural equipment accounted 
for only $3,498,000 of the total pur- 
chases, whereas in 1931 these pur- 
chases amounted to $60,820,000. 

Purchases in Germany increased 
from $135,000,000 in 1930 to $219,- 
184,000 last year, an increase of 
62.3 per cent. Credits granted by 
Germany last April was responsible 
for about $100,000,000 of these 
purchases. 

During the first quarter of 1932, 
purchases in the United States have 
slumped terrifically. Total pur- 
chases in this country during the 
three months’ period. amounted to 
only $2,056,000; in the same period 
in 1930 they were $18,962,000, and 
in 1929, $31,258,000. 

Now for Second Plan. 

The Second -Five-Year Plan, 
which is scheduled to start early 
next year, would offer large op- 
portunities to American manufac- 
turers and American workers, ac- 
cording to Amtorg officials, if ar- 
rangements could be made for Rus- 
sia to buy American machinery. 

The Second Plan calls for con- 
centration on lighter industries 
which produce consumers’ goods. 
When it is well under way, the 
pioneers, Russian and foreign, 
whose lot is none too easy now— 
according to Western middle class 
standards—will be more pleasant 
and if the Communist theory is 
correct, there will be greater im- 
migrations to the new industrial 
country.

VEN though his “Of Thee I Sing” was awarded the Pulitzer 
Prize, George Kaufman is not a man to sit back at ease among 
his laurels. Already he has begun a new drama for September 
presentation. This one is called “‘Dinner for Eight,” and his col- 
laborator is Edna Ferber. ' 
It was with Miss Ferber that Kaufman wrote “The Royal Fam- 
ily.” As a matter of fact, he has written practically all his plays 
with someone helping. He has been quoted as saying that “Someone 
has to do the work,” but, it is noticeable that Kaufman's plays are 
rarely failures. , ‘i 
Kaufman writes—with or without a helper—of timely things al- 
ways and while his dramas are, more or less, the history of events 
today, he has not delved into past history for his subjects at all. 
Which, perhaps, is just as well for, compared to the number of plays 


written with historical personages 
as their heroes, the successes have 
been fewer than in any other kind 
of drama. Katharine Cornell's tri- 
-umph as Elizabeth SSarrett in Ru- 
dolf Besier’s “The Barretts of Wim- 
pole Street,” which she acts in 
the Shubert Theater a week from 


tomorrow night, recalls the many 
Waterloos less fortunate play- 
wrights have met when dealing 
with genius behind the footlights. 
: . . 

HE Greeks, of course, found 
Thistory a fertile field for drama. 

Shakspeare delved deeply into 
the lives of the famous figures of the 
past and his chronicle plays re- 
main the most successful theatrical 
treatments of celebrities in the En- 
glish language. In modern times, 
stage pieces dealing with history, 
which have reached substantial fa- 
vor with the public, generally have 
been those in which one outstand- 
ing character has been acted by a 
player who was able to turn it into 
® personal achievement. 

So much was Disraeli on the 
stage the accomplishment of 
George Arliss that the public some- 
times still is caught referring to 
that actor by the name of the dis- 
tinguished British statesman. The 
same play produced in London by 
another player failed quickly. Hen- 
ry Irving’s Louis XI and Richard 
Mansfield’s Ivan the Terrible made 
reputations for the actual men as 
well as for the stars who brought 
them to the footlights. Three ac- 
tresses, Lynn Fontanne, Clare 
Eames and Haidee Wright added 
to their fame by their appearances 
as Elizabeth of England. Napoleon 
and Josephine have had an endless 
appeal, somctimes successful, in the 
theater, but notably when their 
stage interpreters were players of 
sufficient talent to fill in the out- 
lines supplied by the dramatists. 
Voltaire, Poe, Byron, all have come 
in for examination by dramatists. 
Though Lincoln in the English 
Drinkwater's play came through 
magnificently in both the London 
and New York productions, Wash- 
ington as a stage figure never has 
@een made convincing.

T 18 difficult t make genius 
f rea on the Labeling a 
man Beethoven, as did Romain 


Rolland in his drama produced in 
the New Theater a score of years 
ago, conjures a person of great- 
ness. Now, no matter how fine 
the writing, how authentic the in- 
cidents, how excellent the acting 
and exact the settings, unless the 
author and the actor in collabora- 
tion can bring convincing magnifi- 
cence to the recreation of a histor- 
ical subject behind the footlights, 
the play will fall short, as even a 
less well written and less well acted 
drama of fiction will not. Whether 
genius is imposing or not in life— 
and for the most part it is not—the 
audience, with its preconceived 
conception of how genius must ap- 
pear, insists on being impressed by 
the physical and spiritual figure be- 
fore it. It is not enough to say 
he is a genius; he must look and 
act like the ideal held by most peo- 
ple of great men. Mere spouting 
of verse, mere pretense at sculpt- 
ing or painting, or playing of mu- 
sic are not sufficient. Thus, the 
playwright has to rely largely upon 
the players. 

It was Arliss’ personality, his ex- 
pertness as an actor, which made 
Disraeli seem real. It is Cornell's 
vivid personality with its extraordi- 
nary other-worldliness coming

HOOVER ASKED TO URGE 
HOME LOAN BILL PASSAGE 


CHICAGO, May 8.—Foreclosures 
¢ mortgages on homes, through 
the unwillingness of banks to re- 
lease any of the money hoarded in 
their vaults, prompted the. board 
of directors of the National Asso- 
ciation of Real Estate Boards, at

SERUM PRODUCED HERE 


Research, Soon to Be Stopped 
for Lack of Funds, Devel- 
ops Local Supply. 


A ready St. Louis source of small 
amounts of immune serum for in- 
fantile paralysis, the only known 
treatment for the disease which 
frequently results in death or per- 
manent crippling, has been devel- 


oped in the closing months of three 
years’ research conducted at Wash- 
ington University School of Medi- 
cine under the direction of Prof. 
E. V. ‘Cowdary. The study is to be 
suspended June 30 for lack of 
funds. 

Aid for the work has been ob- 
tained principally from a grant 
of $31,000 by the International 
Committee for the Study of Infan- 
tile Paralysis, a Jeremiah Milbank 
philanthropy, under the chairman- 
ship of Dr. W. H. Park of New 
York, and a smaller grant made by 
Eli Lilly & Co. for certain special 
studies. 

Since convalescent serum, taken 
from persons who have recovered 
from the disease, is the only known 
remedy, and since it must be ad- 
ministered in the very earliest 
stages, doctors consider it impor- 
tant for a community to have a 
ready source of the serum and for 
parents to know definitely what to 
do when the disease is prevalent. 


Advice to Parents. 


“In time of epidemic,” said Dr. 
Condry,” the first thing is for par- 
ents, in advance of any suspicious 
symptoms, to know which physi- 
cian they are going to consult. 
Then the physician should take a 
supply of the serum with him to 
suspected cases, for the stage when 
the serum is effective may pass 
within a matter of hours. 

“In border-line cases, where di- 
agnosis of infantile paralysis is 
probable, though inconclusive, the 
serum should be administered to be 
on the safe side. Even if the 
patient does not in fact have in- 
fantile paralysis, the serum still 
does good rather than harm, since 
it probably confers immunity last- 
ing through the average epidemic. 
Indeed, it is likely that a feature 
of the next epidemic will be the 
giving of small amounts of serum 
as a temporary preventive. 

Symptoms to Be Regarded. 

“Nausea, loss of appetite, con- 
stipation and inflammation of the 
throat and nose are eariy symp- 
toms likely to pass without notice, 
because they are of such common 
occurrence, Tremors, excitability, 
pain in the muscles and the back 
of the neck, are danger’ signals 
which must be heeded. When they 
arise, a physician should be- sum- 
moned without the loss of a ino- 
ment. 

“It is essential, also, that the 
physician see that he has. the best 
immune serum to be found. The 
best generally available is that de- 
veloped by the New York Depart- 
ment of Health. This must be se- 
cured early in the season because 
when there are many cases in New 
York it may not be feasible for the 
authorities there to supply serum 
to other parts of the country. 

St. Louis Well Protected. 

“Every community not itself col- 
lecting serum should have an in- 
stantly available supply of it on 
hand. Its cost is not beyond the 
reach of persons of average means, 
and would not prohibit the com- 
munity from providing it for 
patients unable to pay. In the se- 
vere New York epidemic last sum- 
mer charity patients were treated 
on a par with the children of mil- 
lionnaires. Properly stored, the 
serum retains its effectiveness for 
at least a year.” 

The university has obtained not 
only a supply of the New York 
preparation, but also a more pow- 
erful serum developed here and 
standardized to an exact dosage. 
With the co-operation of Superin- 
tendent of Schools Gerling and 
friends of the St. Louis Children’s 
Hospital, it also has obtained a me- 
chanical respirator or “iron lung,”’ 
a device which has in some cases 
saved lives when temporary paraly- 
sis extended to the muscles of res- 
piration. 

Serum Developed Locally. 

Serum developed in St. Louis 
has been standardized to a strength 
sufficient to kil) at least 30 times 
its own volume in infantile paraly- 
sis virus. Few if any other avail- 
able serums are s0 powerful, and 
they are seldom standardized to a 
known strength. The adults from 
whose blood the serum is prepared 
are on call, so that in case of an 
outbreak of the disease the uni- 
versity could, in a few hours, col- 
lect a quantity of serum adequate 
to satisfy any ordimary demands 
upon it and its group of hospitals. 

Progress toward the development 
of an immunizing agent compara- 
ble to the vaccine against smallpox, 
another virus disease, was made in 
another phase of the research. Sug- 
gestive evidence was found for the 
probable effectiveness of a formal- 
ized virus—a virus partly neutral- 
ized by formalin—but suspension 
of the work next month will prevent 
carrying the experiments to @ con- 
clusion. The scientist in charge of 
that phase succeeded in immuniz- 
ing monkeys to such a degree that 
they were highly resistant to the 
disease and remained #0 or 
months, but the method is not 
without danger, and consequently 
cannot be used in its present form

EW YORK, May 7.—The great- 
est round-up of the stock market's 
bears since the New York Stock 
Exchange began keeping its pres- 
ent daily statistics on short selling 
was shown today to have occurred 
during April n 

On May 2, the shert interest to- 
taled 2,758,161 shares. This was 
521,237 shares less than the 3,- 
279,898 reported on April 1. 

The anomaly that stock prices 
declined at a time when shorts 
were most actively buying stocks, 
was seized upon by some cham- 
pions of short selling, as indicat- 
ing that it has not been a serious- 
ly depressing factor. 

The monthly report computed 
on a day-to-day basis shed interest- 
ing light on how the short sellers 
reacted to congressional investiga- 
tion of the stock market and to 
other Washington developments. 

April 1 when the House passed 
a tax bill calling for a heavy in- 
crease in taxes on stock transac- 
tions, the short interest stood at 
3,279,398 shares. By April 6 it 
had declined to 3,063,927 shares. 

April 7, when the Senate Inves- 
tigating Committee announced its 
plans to investigate short selling, 
there was a rush of shorts to cover, 
This was reflected in a sharp de- 
crease in the total short interest 
which fell off nearly 200,000 snares 
in a single market session. By 
April 11, when the investigation 
was started, the short interest had 
declined to 2,469,087 
493,840 shares from the April 6 
figure of 3,063,927 shares—and the 
movement continued until a low 
point of 2,323,738 shares was 
reached on April 15. 

After the bears had become ac- 
customed to the prospect of u sen- 
atorial inquiry they lost some of 
their timidity. April 20, when the 
Senate summoned a group of brok- 
ers to testify on short selling, the 
short interest increased 70,000 
shares to a total of 2,450,863 
shares. The next day, when the 
names of 350 shorts were pub- 
lished, the total short interest 
showed another gain to 2,510,209 
shares. Since then, the variations 
have continued on a small but un- 
usually ascending scale yntil the 
latest available figure of 2,758,161 
shares was recorded as of May 2. 

A decrease of 521,237 shares in 
the total short interest during April 
marked the greatest change to be 
made in those figures for any one 
month this year except January. 
In January the change was in the 
other direction.. Short sales in- 
creased from a total figure of 2,- 
962,127 reported on the first trad- 
ing day of the new year, to 3,600,- 
265 shares on Feb. 1. 

For the year to date, the highest 
point reached by the short interest 
was 3,965,142 shares on Feb. 10 
and the lowest point 2, 323, 738 on 
April 15. — ° 

During April, while the shorts 
were buying stocks to cover their 
commitments,- the stock market 
suffered its most severe decline 
since last December. The total 
value of all listed stocks in April 
declined $4,182,000,000 to a new 
low figure of $20,319,000,000. The 
December decline amounted to $4,- 
412,000,000, carrying the market 
valuation figure down from $31,- 
105,000,000 on Dee. 1 to $26,693,< 
000,000 at the beginning of Jan- 
uary.

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Olympic Hopes Doing Their Stuff in Early Championship Meets 
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YALE CREW WINS 
BLACKWELL CUP 
VARSITY RACE 


PHILADELPHIA, May 7.—Yale 
came within ane race of sweeping 
the Upper Schuylkill in the annual 
Blackwell Cup regatta today by 
taking the varsity; junior varsity 
and 150-pound races. 

Pennsylvania kept the Blue from 
making it a cleanup by impres- 
sively winning the freshman race. 

More-than 20,000 persons saw 
the Blue-tipped Yale blades flash 
over the line of the new flat-rock 
dam course three full lengths ahead 
of Columbia with Penn a trifle 
more than a length back of the 
New Yorkers. Yale covered the 
mile and a half in 7 minutes, 58 
seconds, while Columbia did 8:10. 
Water conditions were ideal but a 
slight head wind prevented the 
crews from cutting a few more 
seconds off the time. 

Yale led all the way in the varsi- 
ty race, Stroke John Jackson of 
New Haven never raising the pace 
above 38. Columbia made a bid 
to overhaul the Blue three-quar- 
ters of a mile after the start but 
Stroke Macrae Sykes and his crew- 
mates were not equal to the occa- 
sion. In the last quarter-mile Yale 
was pulling away from Columbia 
and Penn, the latter trying, des- 
perately to overhaul the Li ; 

In the junior varsity race, Yale 
finished a full length ahead of 
Penn. Columbia trailing the Red 
and Blue by at least six lengths. 

Penn, stroked by Peter Reed of 
Worcester, Mass., put over the sur- 
prise of the regatta in winning the 
freshman event by three-quarters 
of a Jength ftom Yale in 8 minutes, 
6 seconds, with Columbia several 
lengths back of the Bulldogs. 

In the opening event for varsity 
150-pound eights over the Henley 
course of one and five-sixteenths 
miles, Yale had at least a length 
and a half to spare over Penn, with

As it turned out, Kreuger had been 
dead for three weeks or so before the 
public learned he was a criminal. For 
some time there had been rumors in 
various quarters that the Kreuger 
companies were due to meet with 
financial difficulties in March or April, 
and for several days previous to the 
match king’s demise there had been 
heavy liquidation of Kreuger securi- 
ties on the New York Stock Exchange. 
But aside from this heavy selling and 
a sharp decline in the market imme- 
diately after the suicide, there was no 
evidence that all was not well with the 
far-flung Kreuger enterprises. 


operations, however, the Swedish 

Government deemed a_ thorough 
investigation advisable and, on the 
company’s own application, appointed 
a commission of experts to 100k 
into the affairs of Kreuger & 
Toll, the Stockholm banking house 
and holding company through which 
more than 200 subsidiary concerns 
were financed and operated. 

The very first finding of this com- 
mission was sufficient to send the 
whole structure tumbling down. It 
operated like the push of a woodsman 
against a tree that is already cut off 
and stands tottering momentarily be- 
fore it falls. 

With the auditors’ disclosure that 
Kreuger had falsified the books of 
his company and “grossly misrepre- 
sented”’’ its condition, Sweden was 
plunged into what amounted to a 
business crisis. Investors of that 
country alone had put more than 
$200,000,000 into the various stocks 
and bonds of the match monopoly, and 
most of this represented the savings 
of persons of moderate means. Kreu- 
ger securities of all issues fell to new 
low levels in all the major markets of 
Europe and America. The Swedish 
Government passed emergency loans 
of $30,000,000 to Save banks which 
had been stranded by the company’s 
difficulties, and, to stem the outpour- 


Ie VIEW of the magnitude of his 


ing of Kreuger stocks, ordered them 
taken off the list on the Stockholm 
Bourse. 

The blow to American investors was 
second only to that dealt to Sweden's 
own, for with the Kreuger collapse 
Americans faced the loss of all or 
most of $250,000,000 to $300,000,000 
they had put into the match king’s 
enterprises. The International Match 
Corporation, American subsidiary 
which controls most of the Kreuger 
interests outside of Sweden, was 
hurled into receivership and declared 
insolvent, its officers admitting that 
the corporation was without funds and 
unable to meet its May 1 interest pay- 
ments on its $50,000,000 of bonds. 

As the investigation continued, it be- 
came more and more problematical 
whether the companies could be sal- 
vaged and attention was centered on 
ways to liquidate assets to the best 


- advantage of the thousands of duped 
‘investors. For the Kreuger collapse, 


it was obvious, was not a business fail- 
ure. It- was the natural outcome of 
a colossal fraud, one of the greatest 
frauds in the history of finance. 

A falsified balance sheet for the 
year 1930 was only the beginning of 
the investigators’ discoveries. 

They found that the misrepresenta- 
tion and juggling of accounts, obvious- 
ly done under Kreuger’s personal di- 
rection, extended all the way back to 
1925. In many cases, the accountants 
found, entries in the books eliminated 
large balances owed to the parent 
concern by Kreuger and subsidiary 
companies, while liabilities to other 
subsidiaries also had been eliminated.

In other instances, the book assets 
were found to be entirely fictitious. 
Duplication of assets appeared on the 
books of associated companies, and 
frequently entries for assets greatly 
exceeded the items they purported to 
represent. The manipulation of ac- 
counts, moreover, extended to the 
profit and loss accounts of the dif- 
ferent companies eoncerned, profits 
for some years having been fictitiously 
increased. The examiners even found 
Kreuger had set up dummy directors 
and non-existent companies and had 
withdrawn staggering sums running 
far into the millions from the coffers 
of Kreuger & Toll. What he did with 
this money is not yet known, although 
it is known that he was a heavy loser 
in the markets in spite of his reputa- 
tion as the ‘“‘man who never gambled.”’ 


vo discovery of his operations 
as a forger was the high light, 
however, that put all other dis- 
closures into eclipse. Looking into 
his personal effects, locked in a 
safe in his mysterious ‘‘secret room,’ 
the examiners found 42 = Italian 
Treasury bonds of 500,000 pounds 
denomination, a block which com- 
puted by normal exchange rates, 
aggregated, roughly, $100,000,000. 
These bonds, it developed, were 
printed in Stockholm by Kreuger him- 
self, who took copper plates to a print- 
er and emphasized the need for abso- 
lute secrecy. The plates were found 
in the safe along with the address of 
an engraver who apparently had made 
them. The bonds were printed in En- 
glish and ostensibly signed by the

board, but the signa- 
tures were clumsily 
done and were easily 
detected as forgeries 
with the aid of a micro- 
scope. Just what use 
Kreuger had made of 
the bonds or what use 
he expected to make of 
them has _ not 
been definitely 
determined. It 
is believed to 


“be probable, 


however, that he meant to use them 
—or perhaps already had used them 
—as assets upon which to float fur- 
ther Kreuger & Toll issues of secur- 
ities. 

Discovery of this mammoth forgery 
stripped away the last trace of the ro- 
mantic glamour that had grown up 
about the name of Ivar Kreuger. 
Swedish newspapers characterized him 
as ‘‘a cool defrauder and gambler, who 
for many years wore the mark of a 
criminal.’’ The fact, too, that he had 
embarked upon his criminal opera- 


tions as early as 1925 created a pro-- 


found impression. Up until this dis- 
closure came, many had excused his 
irregular transactions on the ground 
that they were caused by the world 
financial crisis and were merely in- 
tended as temporary measures to 
serve until the depression had blown 
over. But these charitable attempts 
at justification were soon abandoned. 
About the kindest explanation to be 
heard now is one that attributes his 
operations to a form of megalomania 
so pronounced as to piace him defi- 
nitely in the category of the insane. 

Kreuger’s personal peculiarities and 
methods that once set him apart from 
other men and contributed to the aura 
of romance that grew up about him 
have been subject to various interpre- 
tations since his real character has 
come to light. It appears now that 
some of his eccentricities which former- 
ly were revered as accompaniments of 
genius were really clever posing. They 
all helped build up the Kreuger legend 
and fitted his purposes as a defrauder 
very well. Of these peculiarities there 
were many. 

In the years subsequent to 1917, 
when he was rising to his full stature 
as head of a world monopoly, he was 
often referred to as “‘Europe’s man of 
mystery.’ Little was actually known 
about him. Few persons, even in his 
home city of Stockholm, knew him by 
sight. There was as much curio. ‘ty

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alLuut him in Stockholm, where he 
maintained his headquarters, as in 
New York, where he came on mighty 
financial errands once or twice a year, 
er in European capitals, where he 
sometimes negotiated match monopo- 
lies in return for staggering loans to 
governments. As to his tastes, habits, 
mode of life, prejudices and opinions, 
his fellow townsmen knew next to 
nothing.

He never held 
an honorary office or appeared on the 
lists of contributers to fashionable 
charities.

H tion for dining out and enter- 

tained only in his own home. 
He never granted newspaper inter- 
views except on two or three oc- 
casions when he was the subject 
of sketches in American magazines.

While the drawing may 
be intended to reflect on workers who 
are alarmed by frequent check-ups of 
their activities, it also appears to be 
a dig at the indefatigable supervision 
maintained by the Government over 
business, or officiousness, or misdirect- 
ed zeal on the part of some officials. 
The urn in the foreground of the pic- 
ture bears the inscription: ‘‘Here rest 
the ashes of Chief A. Ivanoff. He held 
out for 26 inspections. 


Another kind of human frailty is 
lampooned in the third drawing. Rus- 
sian newspapers are in the habit of 
sending writers to look over large in- 
dustrial projects and report on them. 
But often the writers spend their time 
on such assignments in loafing in a 
hotel and playing chess instead of 
gathering the information they were 
sent to get. Such shirkers are por- 
trayed in this picture, which has the 
title: ‘‘Writers at Large Projects.”

The workers must have 
a pretty duil time. They 
provide the food for all 
the others as well as 
themselves, gnawing away 
wood and carrying it 
down to headquarters. Al! 
the work of constructing 
tunnels, repairing breaks, 
preparing nests, maintain- 
ing the colony's fungus 
garden, is done by the 
worker. It works along 
steadily in the darkness, 
without stopping for sleep 
or recreation. And when it becomes 


incapacitated for work it is promptly © 


killed and its body is added to the cel- 
lulose food supply stored in the fun- 
gus garden. 


HE soldiers are strictly home 
guards. Their business is to 
protect their colony from inva- 

sion, the chief enemy being ants. 
When not so engaged the soldiers ap- 
parently have nothing to do. But 
when any break occurs in a runway, 
any breach through which § ene- 
mies might get in, the _ soldiers 
hasten to the spot and line up in the 
opening, with their heads pointed out- 


ward. They remain thus on guard 
until workers finish repairing the 
break. It is thought that they also 
direct the workers in such emergency 
jobs. The soldiers are _ effective 
fighters only when they can keep 
their heads toward the foe, for the 


rest of their body is unarmored, 
and taken in the flank or rear, they 
are easy prey. Since they are slow- 
moving creatures, this weakness in 
their armament makes them poor 
troops for operations in the open, and 
they don't attempt to carry a battle 
beyond their own territory.

Back in the darkness, their wings 
and sight gone, they spend the rest 
of their days in a married existence 
more tedious than any which sends hu- 
man beings moaning to Reno. The 
colony is formed by children of the 
king and queen, hatched by the queen 
at,the rate of 30,000 to 50,000 a day. 
And when the labyrinthine under- 
ground city is established, the king 
and queen are immured in a cel] from 
which they never emerge, the door- 
way being too small for them to pass 
through. Food is brought to them 
by the workers. Sometimes they live 
as long as 25 years this way. 

Termites, invading a house. tunnel 
up from their underground nest and 
start chewing on a piece of wood that 
is in contact with the ground. Or, if 
none of the woodwork touches the 
ground, they can construct earthlike 
tubes across expanses of brick and 
stone which must be traversed to 
reach wood. They can even build 
these shelter tubes straight up from 
the ground, without support, for a 
short distance.

This is sup- 
posed to account for their practice of 
establishing headquarters in the 
ground. One of the ways of combat 
ing them is to place a repellant sub-

ERMITES have been found in 
: virtually. every section of St. 


Louis and St. Louis County. 
Eight of the 10 houses in one block 
in a suburban town were found to be 
infested. A number of public build- 
ing have been invaded, including the 
Second Baptist Church, one of the 
buildings of Washington University, 
and a business structure at Eighteenth 
and Chouteau. It has been estimated 
that the damage they cause in the city 
and county easily amounts to $1/0.- 
O00 a year.

A cousin of the subterranean term- 
ite eommon in Missouri was studied 
recently in Mexico by Wolfgang von 
Hagen, bookbinder and entomologist, 
who restored damaged books in sev- 
eral St. Louis libraries last summer. 
Von Hagen, who 
through Mexico and Central America, 
encountered this termite, of the genus 
Eutermes, in tropical regions of the 
State of Guerrero, and has sent data 
concerning it, including photographs, 
to the Post-Dispatch Sunday Magazine. 
The account which follows is based on 
information he supplied. 

One’ of the chief differences between 
the eutermes and other termites is 
that the soldiers of the former shoot 
a viscous fluid at their enemies 
through a frontal horn. The fluid is 
secreted in a gland in the head, and 
can be squirted a distance of several 
millimeters. Ants, the hereditary en- 
emies of the termites, fear this weap- 
on. for a drenching with the sticky 
latex soon renders them helpless, their 
legs held fast in the coagulating mess. 
And when an ant returns from the 
wars all gummed up with latex—hav- 
ing managed to get home before the 
stuff thickened enough to prevent all 
movement——he might as well not have 
His compatriots regard him 
to their well-being be- 
cause of the dan- 
ger of others get- 
ting tangled in his 
bonds, so he is 
promptly but care- 
fully dragged a 
safe distance from 
the nest, and left 
to perish. 

The eutermes 
eat the wood of 
trees, and their 
colonies or term- 
itaries are in the 
open air. But the 
nests have a hard 
covering, made 
partly of wood 
paste, which keeps 
out the light and 
ordinarily is 
strong enough to 
keep out ants as 
well. From the 
termitary, tunnels 
lead to trees and

In out- 
ward appearance the nest resembles 
that of the common wasp, although 
much larger. The interior is a laby- 
rinth of passages which lead to a cen- 
tral apartment, where the king and 
queen dwell. 

In defending the nests, the soldiers 
fight with the greatest courage. No 
matter how big or how fierce are the 
ants which attack a termitary. when a 
break occurs in its covering or in one 
of the tunnels leading to it, the term- 
ite soldiers stand resolutely in the 
breach and give battle to the foe. Per- 
haps the fact that the blind warriors 
can't see how formidable the enemy is 
has something to do with their valor. 
At any rate, they do not fear to stand 
their ground against the fiercest ant 
in the Americas, the black, marauding 
eciton, which is the terror of most 
other insects, and even eats small ani- 


mals. 


HE ecitons don't do much 
climbing, and so seldom come . 
in contact with the eutermes, 


whose nests usually are in trees. But 
Von Hagen was fortunate enough to 
see a battle between these two varie 
ties of ants and termites——havis- 
‘promoted’ the event to the extent 
making a breach in the wall of te 
termitary. His description follows 
“A line of ecitons an advance 
guard, or reconnoitering party—came 
by the termitary and noticed the 
breach I had made in it. Termite 
workers already were beginning to re- 
pair it. An ant approached and tapped 
one of the termites with his antennae. 
One could imagine him licking his 
chops and saying, ‘Ah, here are some 
truly tasty morsels. He hurried back 
to his companions and reported. Then 
the whole crowd came charging up to 
the termitary, followed by the rest of 


the regiment—black, deadly foemen 
whose mandibles could cut a termite 
in two with one enip. The blind de- 


fenders of the nest stood steadily in 
the breach, armored heads toward the 
advancing enemy. With them were 
the workers, carrying on the job of 


filling in the opening in their 
dwelling. 
“The leading ant came up and 


seized one of the soft-bodied, defense- 
less workers. But before he could get 
his prey, soldier termites 
‘fired,’ and the marauder was sprin- 
kled with the sticky fluid they emit 
He fell off the side of the termitary, 
but some of the latex stuck to the 
nest and the ant hung suspended by a 
gum-like string. 


“C+) THER ants Achea the 
breach, tried to force their 
way inside and grab termites. 
They, too, were quickly smeared with 
latex by the home guards; some otf 
them fell from the termitary and dan- 
gled at the end of strings of latex, 
others tried to hobble away. In a short 
time the whole regiment of ants had 
turned tail, given up the attack. And a 
little later, when I placed some ter- 
mites on top of the ants’ temporary 
nest not far away, the ants abandoned 
their home and stayed away until the 
termites left it. 

“Be it remembered that these ants 
were the ecitons, hardy daredevils 
that attack wasps’ nests and remove 
the larvae and young despite the dag- 
ger, thrusts of the infuriated wasps 
hovering overhead. Yet they were put 
to flight, and, evidently, thoroughly 
intimidated, by the sexless, blind, 
clumsy little termite soldiers.’ 

There is one invader that the euter- 
mes seem to tolerate in their termi- 
tary, probably because they can't do 
otherwise. That is the Mexican par- 
rot. The - mother bird pecks a hole 
into the center of the termitary and 
lays her eggs there. It is supposed 
she chooses this place to leave the 
eggs because it is warm; another con- 
sideration may be that a food supply 
is available to the chieks as soon as 
they break out of their eggs, as term- 
ites are attracted to the spot by the 
noise the birds make getting out af 
their ghells.

enough, despite all 
these changes, the 
atmosphere in the pilot house 
is that of the river of long 
ago. And perhaps the reason 
for this is Bert Lovette. 
Thirty years intervened be- 
tween the two careers that 
Captain Lovette — everyone 
who is a pilot is also a cap- 
tain on the river—pursued 
on the Mississippi. But he 
has lost none of the airs and 
graces of the old-time pilot. 
He might have stepped out of one of 
the river books by the great author for 
whom the Mark Twain was named. 

To see Captain Lovette bring the 
Mark Twain and her tow around the 
sharp bend above Red Wing, Minneso- 
ta, is to see the artistry of the pilot in 
all his pristine glory. He stands very 
straight, looking surprisingly young 
and erect for all the years that have 
accumulated since he first began to 
learn the river. He has both hands 
on the steering levers. He bends down 
to sight’a line against the jack-staff, 
on the middle one of the forward three 
barges. He strikes a line to the next 
diamond-shaped marker on the bank, 
sights a pair of bobbing red buoys, and 
gently begins to shift the steering lev- 
ers. Slowly the front end of the 
barges responds, swings wide, #0 close 
to the west bank that the tops of 
overhanging willows are stirred, then 
the whole bulk is around and straight- 
ened out and there is the uninterrupt- 
ed course of the river stretching miles 
ahead again.

HESE are improvements that 

the old pilots knew nothing of. 

But nevertheless piloting a 

steamer with a tow of barges is not 

yet child's play. It would offer a few 
problems to the packet pilot of old. 

It is like pushing a small skyscraper 
down the stream. The barges extend 
out 350 feet ahead of the steamer 
itself. Placed three abreast, they are 
nearly a hundred feet in width. The 
markers and buoys are there, but it is 
not so simple as it seems. To the un- 
initiated it appears to be com parable 
to driving a motor car along a well- 
marked highway. But there are a 
thousand things which the pilot must 
know that the novice would have no 
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way of discovering from the Govern- 
ment markers. And often the chan- 
nel shifts before Government en- 
gineers get around to shifting the 
buoys. The pilot must discover this 
from the altered surface of 
the water. 

Because his most recent 
experience has been on the 
lower river, Lovette is not 
the official pilot on the Mark 
Twain. He occupies the 
steersman’s berth. The cap- 
tain is Harry Lancaster, 


lot's career on the Mississip- 
pi at the close of the Civil 
War. Captain Lancaster has 


peen on the river 
ever since he was 
a boy. And even 
in the years of 
slackest traffic 
there were few seasons when he could 
not find a berth. 

The official pilot is Captain Louis 
Nyhammar. He represents the new ele- 
ment on the river. Scarcely more than 
30, he has been a pilot since the Gov- 
ernment barge line was started. Be- 
fore that he was pilot for the River 
Transit Company,-a private barge en- 
terprise. 

He came from Bergen, Norway, 
at the age of 22. From a fam- 
ily of navigators, he learned as @ 
young man how to navigate the diffi- 
cult coast of Norway, the treacherous 
inlets, the narrow dangers of the num- 
erous fjords. River piloting is more 
difficult, Captain Nyhammar believes, 
because there are more obstacles, more 
uncertainty. But, of course, it is far 
less dangerous than skirting the rock- 
bound coasts of his native country. A 
mistake there is likely to cost craft 
and lives. On the Mississippi, except 
in rare instances, the worst thing 
that can happen is long and tedious 
delay. 

Captain Nyhammar'’s style of pilot- 
ing differs radically from that of Cap- 
tain Lovette. The former is much more 
matter of fact about his job. Watch 
him as he takes the Mark Twain and 
her tow through the draw bridge at 
La Crosse, Wisconsin. It is dark, and 
the lights of the city are reflected in 
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the river. All day we have come ata 


steady 10-mile-an-hour rate down past 
the magnificent bluffs that line the 
stream from below Lake Pepin. 

Captain Nyhammar sounds the 
Twain's deep whistle for the draw. He 
turns the lever of the mechanical tele- 
graph to the point that is marked slow. 
The paddle wheel turns lazily. Slow- 
ly the great draw bridge begins to 
open. The Twain is now drifting with 
the current. The bridge is opened 
wide. It would be a guess whether the 
broad tow would get through there or 
not. But Captain Nyhammar is never 
for a moment in doubt. 

He focuses two powerful search- 
lights so that the beams fall to right 
and left, long, blue-white shafts of 
light that fillumine both sides of tie 
narrow passageway. Creeping with 
the current, the Twain, with its bulky 
tow, slips througb. Now the forward 
barges are clear and then at last the 
steamer itself is out on the broad sur- 
face of the river. : 

Piloting at night calls for unerring 
eyesight and a sure hand. The port 
searchlight picks out a white diamond 
hoard far down the bank, throws into 
sudden sharp relief the overhanging 
trees and the steep, shelving 
shore. Captain Nyhammar 
shifts the starboard light here 
and there, seeking the line of 
buoys that marks the end of 
a series of wing dams. Like a 
giant eye, it wavers over the 
smooth, mud-brown surface of 
) the water until at last it rests 
upon the bobbing red and white mark 
In the pilot house it is dark and still. 
This job requires concentration. 

But there is a ghostly memory of 
those miraculous pilots of the ‘50s. 
There were no lights, no markers or 
buoys of any sort. Mark Twain has 
written of their skill in his ‘‘Life On 
the Mississippi,’ how they felt their 
way along by means of shadows and 
vague shapes that the novice did not 
even see. Those men would scorn the 
modern pilot’s aids. 

One institution in the pilot house of 
this modern steamer has been carried 
over directly from the past. That is 
the pilot’s bench. It is a big, high- 
backed, comfortable seat, with a leath- 
er cushion and a broad foot rest. There 
is room for four, or even five, persons 
on this bench. It commands a splen- 
did view from the four sides of the 
large glass-inclosed pilot house. It 
was on this bench in the old days that 
visiting pilots sat and swapped yarns 
with the man at the wheel. Here. in 
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the present day, the pilot who is not 
on watch spends much of his time, as 
does Captain Lancaster. The latter 
customarily stands a regular six-hour 
watch, but as he has had no contact 
with the river above Dubuque for sev- 
eral years, this trip is more or less in 
the nature of a study trip for him. 

At 8 o'clock on a Sunday morning 
we pass through the Dubuque, Iowa, 
draw bridge, just 29 hours out of the 
barge line terminal at St. Paul. The 
Twain has made a good, steady run. 
Late the previous afternoon Captain 
Lancaster had received from Director 
of Traffic Goodsell in St. Paul the fol- 
lowing radiogram: ‘Drop barges 343 
and 358 in Dubuque, take empty 335 
to be dropped at Burlington, and 342 
in your tow to be dropped at Rock Is- 
land. Leave Dubuque on your regular 
Monday afternoon schedule.’’ 


HIS means the crew and officers 
of the Twain, 19 in all, will have 
more than 24 hours in port. But 
before they can enjoy their shore leave 
the deck hands must uncouple the 
barges and set out those which are to 
remain at the Dubuque terminal. It 
is not unlike the process by which two 
freight cars would be set out. 

On Monday at 4 o'clock the Mark 
Twain will begin the second lap of her 
journey to St. Louis, where she is due 
on that Wednesday. There again, 
when she runs exactly to schedule, 
there is a coveted 24 hours in port. 

Whatever the ultimate destiny of 
this line, whether it becomes financial- 
ly independent or whether the rail- 
roads succeed in their efforts to force 
it to suspend, one thing is certain: It 
has served to revive the traditions of 
the old river. It has recalled, even if 
faintly and remotely, the time when 
the Mississippi was a great artery of 
commerce, and that in itself is no 
small contribution.

He put up office buildings and 
apartments on American lines, 
opened up new avenues of rea) 
estate promotion, virtually revolu- 
tionized the building industry. 


Ultimately he was to do the 
same thing with the match indus- 
try. The outbreak of the World 
War gave him his big opportunity. 
Six of the larger match plants in 
Sweden had combined in the Jon- 
koping & Vulcan Match Company, 
Limited,‘ but some 18 independent 
factories had remained outside the 
fold. Kreuger rounded up these 
independents and combined them 
into a rival group, the United 
Swedish Match Factories, Limit- 
ed. Then, because of the block- 
ade of Germany, which had cut 
off Swedish importation of Ger- 
man chemicals, he centered his 
efforts upon making his match in- 
dustry self-sufficient within the 
confines of Sweden. He found 
ways and means to manufacture 
matches without depending on 
Germany for raw materials. In 


this he gained an enormous ad- 


vantage over the Jonkoping-Vul- 
can group and by 1917 had them 
beaten into submission. In that

HIS competition he throttled 

by assimilating it. He liked 

the branch factory policy. 

It enabled him to evade tariff re- 

strictions. It enabled him to put 

his products on the market with 

the label, ‘‘Made in Germany’ for 

Germans and ‘‘Made in Britain” 
for the British. 

The year 1923 was his biggest 
year of expansion. In that year 
alone he organized the British 
Match Corporation, entered into a 
merger with the largest Japanese 
match company, which. gave him 


control of the industry in Japan, 
and organized the International 
Match Corporation in America. 
This company took over the bulk 
of the Swedish Match Company's 
foreign assets, interests and fi- 
nancing. It not only began to 
produce matches; it became a 
reservoir of capital that flowed to 
other countries. It supplied the 
$75,000,000 loan Kreuger made 
to France in 1927. 

These loans to foreign govern- 
ments constituted possibly the 
most spectacular of all his amaz- 
ing operations. In all, they to- 
taled more than $300,000,000. He 
furnished . $125,000,000 to the 
German Government in 1929, and, 
at various times, there were loans 
of $36,000,000 to Hungary and 


smaller sums to Poland, Peru, 
Esthonia, Latvia, Greece, Ru- 
mania and Ecuador. In _ each 
case, Kreuger asked—and was 


granted——an outright match mo- 
nopoly or special trade privileges 


which amounted to the 
thing. 

He was in control of the match 
industry of the entire world out- 
side of Russia, when the economic 
crisis forced down his securities 
and ruined his expectations. In 
his plan for world-wide industria] 
empire he had made no allowances 
for a world-wide depression. 
H concealed the real nature of 

his operations but for the 
depression is problematical. As 
long as two years ago many 
of his countrymen were begin- 
ning to shake their heads about 
Kreuger. His methods were too 
high-powered. It was not u 
Swedes’ way of doing things. But 
there was no tangible evidence 
that all was not right with his 
companies or his character until
